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IMPROVEMENT’...

INSPECTORS have concluded that 
Seevic College still 'requires 
improvement' in the latest Ofsted 
report. 

The report, published on February 
9, said that the college's governors 
and leaders had not effectively tack¬ 
led the most significant areas for 
improvement identified in the previ¬ 
ous two inspections. 

Inspectors also slammed the out¬ 
comes for both learners and 
apprentices. 

In the report, it said: “Too many 
learners do not achieve the high 
grades of which they are capable 
and learners' achievement rates have 
declined on too many courses.” 

The quality of teaching was 
described by inspectors as not 
being consistently good. 

The report said that too many 
learners and apprentices do not 
make the progress they are capable 
of as a result of too many teachers 
not having high enough expecta¬ 
tions. 

Too many apprentices do not 
have a “sufficiently robust” under¬ 
standing of British values or of the 
risks of radicalisation or extrem¬ 
ism, with too many unable to recall 
or understand the concepts around 
the threats. 

The report also said that, until 
recently, “governors did not pro¬ 
vide sulficient and rigorous chal¬ 
lenge to senior leaders to ensure 
that they tackled all areas for 
improvement thoroughly”. 

But since the appointment of 
principal Dan Pearson in May 


2016, inspectors said rapid 
improvements had been made. 

They wrote: “Following the 
appointment of the new principal, 
rapid improvements have been 
made; although many of the 
changes are at an early stage of 
implementation, improvements to 
learners’ experiences are already 
evident.” 

The college was also rated as 
'good' in its provision for learners 
with high needs, with the large 
majority of those learners making 
good progress and a small number 
making excellent progress. 

Seevic was also praised under the 
personal development, behaviour 
and welfare category. 

Inspectors found that learners and 
apprentices enjoy their time at the 
college, and that the large majority 
of learners produce a good standard 
of work and take pride in it. 

Mr Pearson said that he was 
pleased that Ofsted had recognised 
the dedication of staff and the 'inno¬ 
vations' that have been brought in. 

He said: “When inspectors visit¬ 
ed the college in December, they 
said rapid improvements have been 
made and the pace has not slowed 
since then. 

“We have already identified areas 
of the college that need develop¬ 
ment and have a plan in place. We 
are heading in the right direction 
and that has been backed by Ofsted 
with this report. 

“As a leading college for high 
needs learners in Essex, we are par¬ 
ticularly proud that Ofsted identi¬ 
fied the exceptional performance 
of our learners.” 

He also said that he was looking

forward to welcoming inspectors 
back to the college to see it 
improve on its successes. 

Mr Pearson added: “Seevic 
College is on a journey and this 
Ofsted report has come at the 


beginning of that journey. We have 
listened to the points Ofsted have 
identified and acknowledge that we 
have still got work to do to but we 
are well on the way to improving 
standards across college.”

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Missed GP appointments 
put pressure on system

MORE than 12,000 GP appointments 
are missed by patients across mid and 
south Essex each month. 

A Southend CCG spokesman said it 
had concerns that several thousand GP 
appointments were being missed each 
month in the Southend borough. 

Dr Jose Garcia Lobera, local GP and 
chairman of NHS Southend CCG, 
said: “As GPs we work hard to meet 
the needs of our patients and make it 
as easy as possible for them to see 
their doctor. But we need patients to 
do their bit too by letting us know if 
they need to cancel or rearrange their 
appointment. 

“The knock-on effect of someone 
missing their appointment is that 
some patients who cannot see their GP 
choose to go to A&E instead and this 
puts pressure on the hospital. 

“Patients should make sure they 
attend an appointment if they book 
one or cancel it if they no longer need 
it, so it can be made available to some¬ 
one else.” 


A communications campaign is due 
to launch later this month and will 
include bus adverts and a social media 
campaign. 

NHS Castle Point and Rochford 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) made the revelation as a cam¬ 
paign has been launched by CCGs 
across the area to raise awareness of 
the impact of missed appointments 
and to educate people about tools that 
will help them to cancel their GP 
appointments more easily. 

A spokesman for Castle Point and 
Rochford CCG said data showed that 
almost 500 GP appointments were 
missed in one week across the area. 

Dr Kashif Siddiqui, of NHS Castle 
Point and Rochford CCG, added: 
“The ability to book and cancel GP 
appointments online is available at 
most practices and offers a really 
quick, easy way to manage your 
health appointments. 

“We’re hoping this campaign will 
help to change some behaviours 
around wasting GP appointments - if 
you don’t need it, please do try to can¬ 
cel it.”

Rochford MP divides opinion with call for 
vote of no confidence in Commons’ speaker

ROCHFORD and Southend East MP 
James Duddridge has tabled a motion 
of no confidence in John Bercow, the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. 

The early day motion was brought 
by Mr Duddridge following com¬ 
ments made by Mr Bercow in the 
House of Commons on Monday, 
opposing US President Donald 
Trump speaking at Westminster. 

MPs are divided over both Mr 
Duddridge’s motion and Mr 
Bercow’s comments. It is unclear 


whether Mr Duddridge will get any 
support. He was unavailable for com¬ 
ment after the Yellow Advertiser 
emailed questions to the Rochford 
MP. 

President Trump has accepted an 
invitation for a state visit to the UK 
later this year. 

Mr Bercow said: “Before the impo¬ 
sition of the migrant ban, I would 
myself have been strongly opposed 
to an address by President Trump in 
Westminster Hall, but after the impo¬ 


sition of the migrant ban by President 
Trump, I am even more strongly 
opposed to an address by President 
Trump in Westminster Hall.” 

He added: “If a state visit takes 
place, that is way beyond and above 
the pay grade of the Speaker. 

“However, as far as this place is 
concerned, I feel very strongly that 
our opposition to racism and to sex¬ 
ism, and our support for equality 
before the law and an independent 
judiciary are hugely important con¬ 


siderations in the House of 
Commons.” 

James Duddridge is a former 
banker with Barclays in the City of 
London and Africa for 10 years, 
including a time running the bank’s 
operations in Botswana. 

He was a founder member of the 
polling firm YouGov. 

Mr Duddridge was elected to repre¬ 
sent the Rochford and Southend East 
constituency in 2005, with a majori¬ 
ty of slightly less than 5,500.

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Council plans culture centre 


A VACANT shop on Southend seafront could 
be turned into an events venue after plans were 
submitted by Southend Council. 

The council has made the application to 
change the use and refurbish the empty retail 
unit, known as Unit 21. 

The unit was built as part of the Pier Hill lift 
project but was never occupied. 

The plans include a cafe space with a patio, 
gallery space, kitchen and seating. 

A variety of shows and exhibitions, curated by 
different organisations, would also be a feature 
of the gallery if the plans were approved. 

Cllr Ann Holland, executive councillor for cul¬ 
ture, tourism and the economy, said: “Since this 
unit was built, several operators have moved for¬ 
ward with plans to occupy it only to pull out at 
the eleventh hour. 

“We would like to see the unit used as a cafe 
and events venue with creative space, so it can 
host music, poetry and arts events. Due to its 
position connecting the town centre and

seafront, the venue is perfectly situated as a win¬ 
dow to the borough’s wider cultural scene.” 

A council spokesman confirmed that 
£200,000 had been budgeted to deliver the 
building, which it is anticipated would be incor¬ 
porated in the Focal Point Gallery’s and coun¬ 
cil’s cultural programme.

c2c line sold 
to Italian 
government 


ESSEX’S c2c railway line has 
been sold to the Italian 
Government. 

The train operator announced 
on Monday, February 13, that 
it had been bought by FS 
Italiane Group - a subsidiary 
of state-run Italian railway 
company Ferrovie Dello Stato 
Italiane, for £72.6million. 

It has purchased the company 
from National Express Group 
and will run it under a sub¬ 
sidiary company called 
Trenitalia UK - which roughly 
translates to Italian Train UK. 

The Department for 
Transport has approved the 
buyout, which has secured 
c2c’s franchise on the 
Shoeburyness to Eondon 
Fenchurch Street line until 
November 2029. 

A spokesman said Trenitalia 
planned to “build on c2c’s 
existing strengths as one of the 
UK’s most punctual and popu¬ 
lar train operators”. 

He added: “The franchise 
will benefit from Trenitalia’s

innovative technology, such as 
advanced ticketing.” 

Current c2c managing direc¬ 
tor Julian Drury will remain in 
place and maintain the current 
organisational structure. 

A spokesman said: “The 
acquisition marks the first step 
in Trenitalia’s long-term plan 
to establish a major presence in 
the UK rail market.” 

Mr Drury added: “These are 


very exciting times for c2c and 
we look forward to developing 
new improvements for our pas¬ 
sengers by using Trenitalia’s 
expertise. 

“While there won’t be many 
changes overnight, we will 
now start to work on some 
exciting new products and ser¬ 
vices that will make a real dif¬ 
ference to our passengers in 
the coming months.”

Public land sell-off will 
pave way for new homes 


PUBLIC land is to be sold off all over 
Essex to accommodate the need for 
136,000 new homes over the next 20 years. 

Essex County Council has vowed to 
sell public assets it described as “idle 
land”. Councillors have set up a £42mil- 
lion unit to sell the land to help build 
6,800 houses per year. 

Cllr David Finch, leader of Essex 
County Council, said: “Essex County 
Council has agreed a £42m capital bud¬ 
get over the next five years for Essex 
Housing, in collaboration with local 
authorities countywide, to identify 
unwanted buildings and land to build 


more open-market, affordable and spe¬ 
cialist housing.” 

Cllr John Spence, cabinet member 
responsible for housing, spoke about the 
plans for the sell-off as he unveiled new 
homes at Goldlay Gardens, Chelmsford, 
on council land. 

He said; “This is a real milestone in 
our project to find idle pockets of pub¬ 
lic sector land to solve the county’s 
housing shortage. This is the first of 
many sites the Essex Housing team is 
bringing forward and will provide qual¬ 
ity apartments on surplus brownfield 
land in Chelmsford’s city centre. 


“Land owned by the public sector is 
ultimately owned by the taxpayer, there¬ 
fore it is important that, as custodians, 
we are making the most of these assets.” 

The county council has planning per¬ 
mission to turn the former library HQ 
and storage warehouse in Goldlay 
Gardens, Chelmsford, into 32 one and 
two bedroom apartments. 

A spokesman said the development 
shows Essex is “ahead of the curve” 
after the launch of the Government’s 
housing strategy, which sets out changes 
to the rules around development that put 
pressure on councils to build more homes.

Electric Palace still 
has a spark of life 


THE Electric Palace cinema, 
Harwich, is one of the oldest 
purpose-built cinemas to sur¬ 
vive complete with its silent 
screen, original projection 
room and ornamental frontage 
still relatively intact. 

The cinema was built in 18 
weeks at a cost of £1,500 and 
opened on November 29, 1911 
with the first film screened The 
Battle of Trafalgar and The 
Death of Nelson. 

The creator of the Palace was 


Charles Thurston, a traveling 
showman well known in East 
Anglia, and the architect was 
Harold Hooper, a dynamic 
young man, 25, who demonstrat¬ 
ed his imaginative flair with this 
his first major building. 

Other interesting features 
include an open plan entrance 
lobby complete with paybox, 
and a small stage plus dressing 
rooms. 

There is also a former gas 
powered generator engine with 


a 7ft flywheel situated in the 
basement. 

The cinema closed in 1956 
after being damaged in the 
1953 East Coast floods, but re¬ 
opened in 1981 and now runs 
as a community cinema show¬ 
ing films every weekend and 
special live music events. 

Actor Clive Owen is the patron 
of the Electric Palace Trust.

JOHN WICK: CHAPTER 2 (15,122 
mins) 


A lmost two decades after 
Keanu Reeves took the red 
pill from Laurence Fishburne 
and tumbled down the rabbit hole 
of The Matrix, the two actors 
reunite for the hyperviolent sequel 
to director Chad Stahelski's rollick¬ 
ing 2014 thriller. 

The slaying of a beloved beagle 
puppy provided the heart-tugging 
catalyst for the relentless violence of 
the first film, captured in a series of 
breathless and balletic sequences. 

For the outrageous follow-up, 
returning scriptwriter Derek 
Kolstad digs deeper into the 
mythology of a secret network of 
hitmen and women, who lurk in the 
shadows. 

A hysterically overblown opening 
melee sets the scene for the wan¬ 
ton carnage. 

Limbs are merrily snapped, skulls 
cracked against girders and at 
least one henchman ricochets at 
high speed off the bonnet of the 
title character's car as he slaloms 
with intent between prey. 

The body count in the opening 10 
minutes alone verges on the comi¬ 
cal. 

Unfortunately, the plot underpin¬ 
ning this bone-crunching marathon 
is disappointingly flimsy, repeated¬ 
ly flashing back to scenes from the 
first film to remind us of the grief 
that propelled the eponymous 
assassin down this road to blood- 
spattered redemption. 

Having exacted his revenge at 
the end of the first film, John Wick 


(Reeves) reclaims his beloved 
Mustang car and heads home to 
enjoy his retirement from the killing 
game. 

He buries his weapons beneath a 
fresh layer of cement in the base¬ 
ment and recalls happier times 
with his wife (Bridget Moynahan). 

Out of the blue, scheming Italian 
crime lord Santino D'Antonio 
(Riccardo Scamarcio) visits John 
and implores him to assassinate 
his sister Gianna (Claudia Gerini). 

"I'm not that guy anymore," 
growls John. 

"You're always that guy," replies 
Santino coldly. 

Alas, the crime lord holds a blood 


marker and John is obliged to carry 
out the hit in Rome, where Gianna 
is under the constant surveillance 
of her private bodyguard, Cassian 
(Common). 

As the plan comes to fruition, old 
allies turn against John and he 
seeks sanctuary at the Continental 
hotel managed by Winston (Ian 
McShane), which doesn't allow 
murder on its premises. 

While Santino and his head of 
security (Ruby Rose) plot to elimi¬ 
nate John, the hitman calls in a 
favour from The Bowery King 
(Fishburne), who presides over a 
vast network of homeless spies on 
the city streets. 


John Wick: Chapter 2 takes the 
bruising fisticuffs of the original to 
the next level, replete with a dizzying 
showdown in a hall of mirrors remi¬ 
niscent of the 1974 Bond classic. 
The Man With The Golden Gun. 

Reeves performs many of his 
stunts and still looks more com¬ 
fortable wrestling with co-stars 
than dialogue. 

The expertly choreographed 
brawls and gun fights become rep¬ 
etitious and tiresome - there are 
any so many exploding craniums 
that you can take in two hours 
before the mind wanders.

“Jermaine MeGlashan has been 
abused beeause they thought he 
dived. He didn’t dive, it was a 
penalty. So that’s two deeisions 
that have gone against us. 

“That would have got us some¬ 
thing from the game. Maybe we 
eould have won it had it been 11 
versus 11. 

“Millwall eertainly started the 
game well. We knew what we 
were eoming up against. We knew 
it wasn’t an easy plaee to eome to 
and we were well prepared.” 

Despite their numerieal disad¬ 
vantage, Southend remained in 
the eontest until Fred Onyedinma 
nodded the Lions ahead just after 
the hour mark. 

Brown added: “After 20 minutes 
I started saying to my players get 


your foot on the ball, start eon- 
trolling the game whieh I thought 
we did and then the Will Atkinson 
ineident eompletely turned the 
game on its head.” 

“When you analyse the players, if 
you know there is malieiousness in 
their ehallenge then I ean see refer¬ 
ees giving red eards. But there’s no 
maliee in Will Atkinson’s game. 

“He’s a genuine kid. He’s all 
about helping his team to win a 
game of football. 

“He’s in tears at half-time and 


apologising to people and we all 
told him to shut up. He shouldn’t 
be apologising.” 

“Our ehallenge is now to finish 
above Millwall, it’s as simple as 
that. That’s the first ehallenge. 
We’ve been here twiee, we’ve lost 
both games 1-0.

A GOAL deep into stoppage time 
from West Brom substitute Jonny 
Evans denied West Ham maxi¬ 
mum points from a pulsating 
Premier League elash.
